' St. LovI8i May 80.— Althoogh tho«- 
■ands of men have boon at work night 
and day scaroLing the ruins and clear- 
ing awi^ tha wnokage made hy thu 

tornado of Wednesday eveninf? wliich 
tore its yraj tliroTxgh the city, thers still 
wdsti about as much uncertainty as to 
the actoal number of peojde killed and 
the amonnt of property damagod as on 
the first morning of tho disaster. Scorei; 
of dead bare been identlfled, but no one 
is villiiij? to %'eTiture a guess as to how 
many bodies may be in the ruins of the 
hundreds of buUdingi as yet unex' 
plored. 

Tha lUuattoa in St. Louis is as f ol 
lows: 

Idontifled dead, 136. 
UnknoAvu dead, 18. 
Missing. 88. 
Fatally injured, 10. 
Seriously injured in hospitals, 401. 
Estimated bijnred outside of hospitals, 
1,000. 

The situation in East St. Louis is as 
follows: 

' Identified dead, 110. 
Unknown dead, 6. 

Dying, 0. ^ 
Missing, 10. 

Seriously injured in homdtals, 200. 
Estimated injured outside of hospitals, 

2,000. 

It is believed that the deaths of the 
injured and the future recovery of bod- 
ies will bring the St. Louis death list 
well up to 200. In East St. Louie the 
city officials declare that they have 
hope that the death roll on that side of 
the river will not exceed 150, but tho 
ruins upon which the rescuers have not 
yet begun to work may swell the total 
far beyond that figure. 

The estimates upon property loss have 
grown wider and further apart. Guesses 
are made all the way from $2,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 for St. Louis, and from $1,- 
600,000 to $20,000,000 for East St. Louis. 
The most popular estimate is in the 
neighborhood of $25,000,000 for both 
cities, including railroad buildings dam- 
aged. Tho building contractors of the 
city have been overwhelmed with orders 
for rebtiildiug, and the work of wiping 
out the havoc of the storm will be 
pushed with all energy. 

In cleaning away the wreckage the 
workmen have scarcely made a percept- 
ible impression toward restoring the 
chaotic confusion to anything like or- 
dei-. Piissa;;i'ways huv<! been uiiulu 
through Some of the principal tliorough- 
fareH, it is true, but for tho most part 
the streets are still choked with the bat- 
tered remains of homes and factories, 
hoqfltals and churches. > The path of 
the storm is fully a mile and a half 
wide. It starts away out in tlie sub- 
urbs of tho city whore beautiful homes 
of people of wealth are located. Tak- 
ing a ^aag course it extends do^n 
through where the densely populated 
tenement houses are located, fully six 
miles, and crosses the river. 

At tlio oxtrenie limits of tln' city to 
the west is a quarter known as Lower 
Grove Park. It is iiopulated by people 
of wealth and the houses are palatial, 
with beautiful grounds and surround- 
ings. To the southeast of this is an- 
other region of wealth. The storm 
mowed its way tlirougli them Loth. 
Muguiticeut residences in botli places 
were wiped oil the face of the earth in 
some cases, wMle iu others roofif were 
osrried away, trees torn from their 
roots and all the picturesque beauty de- 
stroyed. Along Oalifomfa avenue in 
Comptou Heights are strewn v. ri'ckcd 
homes, roofs of hou.ses, trees and ma.sses 
of rubbish whirled {into tho city from 
the farms and wild timber beyond the 
city limits. The same is true of the 
other thoroughfares. Kot a tree or a 
bouse in the way of the storm was loft 
without diiniage. 

From tlio corner of St. Vincent and 
Oalifomia avenues, away to tlio north- 
east as far as the eye could reach, was a 
stretoh of devastation and mia. The 
Christian church at this comer was aa 
almost unrecognizable pile of briok. 
mot$puLfOd. tinbers. A Uttle. toi the 



south stands the Missouri Paoifio Bail 
way hospital. A greater portion of the 
roof was torn off, and the whole build- 
ing was HO badly wrenched that the su- 
perintendent. Dr. P. F. Vasterling, 
says that it will take at least $15,000 to 
repair tha damage. There are nearly 
100 patients in the hospital and they 
were thrown into a stato of panic. 
The Hodgson scliool, still soutli (if the 
hospital, is wrecked to the second floor, 
while a row of residences across the 
street were sot harmed. The Chouteau 
school, half a mile north, was so badly 
damaged that it will probably have to 
be rebuilt, while nearly ever dweliiug 
intervenisf WIS unroofed or demol- 
ished. 

At California and Russell avenues u-.vj 
houses at the northeast corner are ir 
ruins, whila those on tho opposite cor- 
ner were sewoely damaged. But for 
blocks in avery direction wera ruined 
buildings. Looking from this point 
toward tho bu<^iess center of tho city, 
as far as tb.««ya Kwld rwwh, are wrecks 
of homes. 

The coarse of the storm was down a 
valley where, be :ore the city was laid 
out, a stream h;^3 run. Chouteau ave- 
nue lies parallel this valley and is thi^ 
main thoroughfare leading to the lieart 
of St. Louie. For a mile to the soatli 
and nearly half a mile north of Chou- 
teau avenue was the path of the storm. 

Longfellow boulevard, a winding 
street lined with handsome homes, was 
left with scarcely a house standing un 

harmed. 

At Missouri and Russell avenues was 
the South Side race track. It was al 
most swept clean of the buildings that 
stood upon it before the storm. North 
from here is an immense pile of brick 
and machinery and street c:irs. It is 
what remains of what was SouUin's 
elec^tric street railway powerhouse. It 
is estimated that $300,000 will scarcely 
cover tho damage done here. 

East from this ruin for half a mile 
there is scarcely a building left stand- 
ing. 

Lafayette park, one of the most at 
tractive public pleasure grounds in tho 
city, has not a single tree left standing. 
It resembles a thicket of underbrush, 
with the trunks of groat trees twisted 
and torn scattered about. 

The Lafayette Park Methodist church , 
todng the park, is in ruins, as is nearly 
every beautiful house in thi^ vicinity. 
At Laf asretto and Missouri avenues is a 
mass of debris which was formerly the 
Lafayette Avenue Bqifeist church. 
North from Lafimtte park, on Missis- 
sippi avenue, are the muisot Sohnider'* 
beer garden. 

Nearly every house on the east side of 
this street for a mile or mote is either 
blown down or badly injured. 

Brown's tobacco factory, a six-story 
structure at Eighteenth and Chouteau 
avenue, was almost wholly demolished 
and to the north of it is what remains 
of Evans' Brothers' tobacco warehouse. 
A short distance MSfe of the warehouse 
is the wreckagtt||tt|itom a blown up 
gas house. A flil^nstance south of 
Chouteau avenue, on Seventeenth 
street, is the Fulton grammar school, or 
the ruins of it. From here can be seen 
the remains of the city hospital. This 
struoture, according toAdolph Berliner, 
the superintendent, has been damaged 
to the extent of over $200,000. Tho 
stables of tho hospital have been razod 
to the giound while tho building its if 
is so badly wrecked as to be almost un- 
iiihabitabh'. The patients have for tlio 
most part lu eii removed to tho (Jood 
Shepherd's liospital. Devastation and 
ruin is seen on every side from tho 
hosiiital. Scarci'ly a house in tlu^ ra- 
dius of half a luile escaped the ravage 
of tho storm. 

At Thirteenth street and Soulard is 
the ruin of St. Paul do Vincent church, 
erectfd iu 1K44. The parochial siiiool 
adjoining tho cliurch is alsu seriously 
daniagecl. The huge tower of tho Saxon 
Lutheran church at Eightli street and 
Lafayette avenue, was blown otf, as 
was also the towers and roof of St. Pe- 
t<>r and Paul's church on Soidard street. 
The Soulard market, covering nearly an 
entire block, from Seventh to Eiglitii 
streets, and from Carroll to .lulian 
streets, is deniolislied. Tlie cupalo and 
rooi of St. Martin's Evangelical i hurch 
are gone and Souiai'd street at tlie cor- 
ner of Ft)urtli is completely blockadi'd 
with what a few days ago were the 
homes of tliousands of working people. 

It was al)oiit tliis point tliat tlie storm 
turneit Its way to tlie north. It swept 
nearly eM iytlung before it f(a- two or 
tlu-ee null's from the river to Fourth 
street. Among tho important struc- 
tures to fall were the roof and part of 
the walls of tlie Saxony Hour mill, tho 
Soiitherii white leail works, Plant's 
mill and elevator, tho St. Louis Foun- 
dry and Machine company's works, all 
of whicli were more or less seriously 
damaged. 

The number of families left homeless 
by tho devastation along the path of 
tho stQrm will I'euch up into tiio thou- 
sands. Iu many instances these unfor- 
tunates have lost all their worldly pos- 
sessions. Many will for days bo de- 
pendent on charity and their more for- 
tunate neighbors for shelter. 

There is a probability that one man 
whose horribfy mangled body was taken 
to the morgue was not killed by the 
storm. A gentleman who was in tho 
neighborhood of the Union depot power 
house just after the storm, asserts that 
some of the crowd there a.ssaulted u 
ghoul caught thieving and beat him to 
death. His story is that while viewing 
the wreck he saw a half dozen men 
jump on a man who had been loafing 
about iu the crowil. Some one hit tho 
man with a club, felliug him to the 
nound. Then the crowd jumped uu 
tne man and kicked him until he was 
upcQoapiaiis. Jome^oiw criikU'lopoh 



the thief.' men the crowd picked up 
his limp form and carried it to Russell 
avenue wliere they put it in a dirt 
wagon and carted it off. 

Tlie Husiness Men's League issued 
the following announcement last niglit 
with reference to otfers of aid from cities 
througliout the United States: 

"The league endorses the action of 
Mayor Walbridgi- in declining outside 
aid. It feels grateful for the many evi- 
dences of genorosity in the.se help offer- 
ings, but having niad(^ (;areful invi'sti- 
gation of the storni-stncken ilistnct, 
wliich, thouk'h extensive, is almost en- 
tirely coulined to the section of the city 
outsidiM)f the princi[)al business area, it 
is its deliberate judgment that the city 
will be amply able to fully provide for 
all the needs of the afilictod. 

"They further announce that not a 
single hotel in the city lias been affect- 
ed, nor tho whole.sale and manufacturing 
districts materially injured. The slight 
injury to the special building erected 
for the Republican convention has al- 
readj' been repaired, and the building is 
now ready for occupancy." 

Corrected reports from various sources 
along the river front materially reduce 
the estimate of tho loss by drowning. 
How many roustabouts went doitn will 
probablv never be known, as they are 
generally of a class in whose welfare 
there is little interest, most of them be- 
ing negro nomads who move fkom one 
port to another. 

Tho steamer J. J. Odill, the Illinois 
riv(ir packet which went to pieces ut the 
Pittsburg dyke after a tumultuous trip 
from the foot of Cherry street, dragged 
down five unfortunat<« to a wateiy 
death. Tho victims were: 

Morris Fisuor, a well known mer- 
chant of Eardin. Ills.; Mm Gooderof 
the s$me place; Sim Woods, chief clerk 
of the boat, asd the second oodk and 
chambermaid, whose names are un- 
known. 

The revised list of total and partial 
losses in the levee office of the harbor 
department included the following 
steamers: Dolphin No. 2. Libby Con- 
ger, J. J. Odill, City of Quincy, Henry 
Sackman, George A. Madill, four 'Wig- 
gins ferries, tugboats Baton Rouge, 
Belle and S. 0. Clubb, Bald Eagle and 
several barges all total losses, and the 
Providence, Vicksburg, Cairo, Exporter, 
Harvester, Monroe, Arkansas City, 
Louis Houck and the oi^ harbor boat, 
uU badly injured. 

IN EAST ST. L0UI8. 
lata Wtgvam Kadvea the Bitlnataa ot the 

Number of People Killed. 

East St. Louis, Ills., May 30.— Two 
companies of the Illin<rfs state militia 
from Greenville and Belleville, His., in 
all about 100 men, are patrolling the 
levee district of this city. Dead lines 
were established and no one Is allowed 
Ip pass without a permit. 

The effect of these stringent measures 
was soon seen in the greatly decreased 
number of people iu the devastated dis- 
trict Over 60 suspects have already 
been arrested and were sent out of tow:i 
or lockod up. Several pickixjckets and 
confidence men have also been arrested. 
In addition to the militia and police force. 
Chief of Police Oaney swore in 60 de- 
puties who were placed in different' 
parts of the city. 

The property loss is hard to estimate, 
but $2,000,000 to $8,000,000 millions are 
couservativo figures. 

Late figures rather tend to reduce the 
estimates of tho number kill(>d, and the 
probabilities ;jce that it will not run 
much over The bodies of Mike 

Kilday and 'Will Forrell have been re- 
covered from the ruins of the "Vandalia 
general offices and an unidentifled body 
of a middle-aged man was found by 
workmen while removing the debris 
from tho location of tho old Tremont 
House. One more corjjse, that of George 
Lucky, was found about iKXjn. 

(Jn(> feature of tho storm, and one of 
tho after effects of which were some- 
what feared was, the large number of 
horses IdUed. On every side could be 
seen the mangled bodies of these ani- 
mals. The police department was busy 
all day removing tin? caicasses, and 
none too soon, for the worm weather of 
the past two days had already started 
decomposition. 

The railroad yards are gradually be- 
ing cleared of debris, rendering tho 
moving of trains once more possible, 
though it will Li' weeks before anything 
like order can be restored. At least -100 
freight cars were overturned oud either 
wholly or partially demolished, anc^as 
many of these were loadied with mer- 
chandise, the work pf clearing the tracks 
will noc*sarily bo slow. 

A ladies relief corps has been organ- 
ized of which Miss Louisa Gross of East 
St. Louis is president and Mrs. Ira 
Sweet of East St. Louis, vice president. 
Committees have been appointed from 
all churches of the city and are actively 
at work soliciting aid and are meeting 
with good success. 

The now library building has been 
the general relief headiiuartcrs. Tickets 
are being distributed to the needy ones 
for food, olothing and shelter.

BUSINESS" POSTPONED. 

Political L'ocerlalntles Csutei a Stagua- 
tlon of Trade. 
New York, May 80.— B. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 

Continued exports of gold, amounting 
to $.1,900,000 this week, are recognized 
as natural results of the borrowing and 
imixa ting early in tho year, but caused 
no serious apprehension. There is .i 
general conviction that destructive 
schemes will not succeed, although at 
pvesent political uncertainties cause 
part of the business that might bo dune 
to be postponed until the future is more 
clear. 

Markets for products are weak rather 
than stagnant. Th«! business done is 
small, but largely governed by the be- 
lief in large crops and in hutlicient de- 
mand. Wheat has fallen iJ cents. 
Though low prices bring larger .Vtla'itie 
"xports than a year ago, for the liist 
time m many months, flour included, 
l,.")4:i,l)T;J busluls for the week against 
l,4;i;j,T4.') last year, it remains that tor 
May these exi)orts have been onlj- 4,- 
742,777 bushels, flour incluiled, againsr 
6, l.s;5,42() last year, while western re- 
ceii)ts are for the week nearly lO jn'r 
cent larger and for four weeks s,oi:{,- 
04."> bushels, against .').!>44,.")72 last year. 
Estimates vary widely, but nobody 
looks for a cro]) so sh(jrt as to exhaust 
the surplus in sigiit. 

Cotton has fallen an eiglith in si)ite of _ 
continued reports that famine i.- near.' 
Decrease in manufacture of ;io ])er cent 
at the north anil perhaps more at the 
south show the real nature of estimates 
based on continued manufactun! at 
maximum rates. Heceif)ts still indicate 
a crop of 7,oO(),(HH» bales last year; a 
yi(d(l is proiui.sed much greater than 
consumption iu any year. 

Except in print cloths, which are 
weak with stocks of l,72:i,0(.Kt pieces in 
sight, nobody can tell what (piantities 
of goods hav(^ been accumulating while 
mills have been waiting for demand. 
WikjI sales, exelusivo of a few specula- 
tive transactions based on extreme low 
prices, are less than 40 per cent of a 
week's fair consninption, and for May 
have been 12,71 1,'.)00 pounds against ::»»,- 
800,7r)0 Last year and 20, l.yj,3.-)0 iu l s".)2. 
Prices are weaker, washed XX Ifl 1-2, 
Uliio delaine I'J and about half the 
(luantity sold is foreign. The larger 
manufacturers took quantities of wind 
in January, and the smaller want 
scarcely any now. Dress goods are 
quiet except for 'Wheeling use and deal- 
ings in men's wear still unsatisfactory. 

Tho iron and steel mark»»ts are weak 
with lower prices, because the demand 
for finished products is entirely inade- 
quate, though prices are higher. I'ig 
iron has fallen over 6 per cent sine 
April 1, but tho average of finished 
products has been advanced 3 per cent. 
Lower quotations for Bessemer aiKl 
grev forge, and local coke at Chic.-igo 
with stoppage of two-thirds of tho fur- 
naces iu Virginia, some in Pennsylva- 
nia and others in tho Mahoning and 
Shonango valleys result from inability 
of manufacturers to sell at prices which 
their combini'tion demands, billets be- 
ing undersolil by open hearth iron bars, 
by steel bars and nails by now concerns 
which ore rapidly putting in machines. 
Plates weaken ana there is no improve- 
ment in sheets or rods, but beam niakers 
have raised tho price $2 per ton, making 
a slight advance in the average of all 
piioes for the week. It is poanble that 
rebuilding after the disaster at St. 
Louis may affect iron and stee) markets 
extenrively. 

The minor metals are all a shade 
stronger. 

Failures for the week have been 239 
in the United States, against 216 last 
year, and 90 in Canada, against 84 last

All the Baetem Rye Dlstlllerte* to Close 

Down For a Vear. 

New Yokk, May 30.— All tii(> rye 
whisky distilleries in tho eastern states 
will suspeud operatiou on Sept. 1, next. 
This will throw out of employment 
2,000 workmen, coopers and laborers. 
The skilled workmen about the dis- 
tilleries will be kept as they are un<ler 
contract and are of peculiar and special 
value to their employers. 

This action was ro.solved ujk)ii at a 
meeting, representing, it is estimated, 
!ji'..'5,(KH),()00 capital, at tho Waldorf 
hotel. .1. (f. Pontefraot presided and 
Edwin V. Dougherty was secretary. 

Wholesale dealers and jobbtu-s said 
they could not handle whisky at a 
profit, and they asked that opt»ratioii8 
cease in all the distilleries. The first 
proposition was to shut down from July 
1, IbOe, to Oct. 1, 1897, but an amend- 
ment making the term one year from 
the ensuiug flept. 1st prevailed. The 
change, however, ia not as material as 
it seems, because, following the usual 
practice, the distilleries >vill shut down 
July, thero being little whisky mode 
dunug the summer moilths. 

The distillers represented in the meet- 
ing yesterday aro located in Maryland, 
Pennsyivauiasnd West Virginia, Only 
five concerns in the states named were 
not represented. 

The western distillers will hold a 
mooting June 10 at Louisville. The at- 
attempt vrill be made to pass a resolu- 
tion to shut down for a year all the dis- 
tilleries iu that regton. However. lirom- 
ineut distillers now in this city do not 
believe the effort will be successful.

Washixotojc, May 30.— The presi- 
dent has vetoed the river and harbor 
bill. It was 1:20 o'clock when Assist- 
ant Private Secretary Prudeii appeared 
at the bar of the house, carrying a 
large and bulky offlciul euvelope con- 
taining the message ftom the president 
stating his re a s o ns for refusing to sign 
the bill. 

After recounting the large api)ropria- 
tions made in the l)ill the president fin- 
ishes his veto message .'is folbiws: 

"In view fif the oliligatimi iiai)osed 
ujMin me by the constitution it seems to 
me riuite cleai" that I only discharge a 
duty to o ir people when I interpos<> my 
disapproval of the legislation j)roposed. 
Many ot the objects for which it ai)i>ro- 
jtriates public money are not related to 
the public welfare, and many "f fioin 
are pjilpably for tho benefit of limited 
locahties or in aid of individual inter* 
ests."

WA.snist»TON, May 30.— The house 
spent almost the entin day debating 
the Johnston-Stokes contested election 
case from the Seventh South Carolina 
district. Tho Republicans were badly 
divided. Those wlio favored seating 
the cmitestant Johnston, who ran on a 
Populist- Republican ticket, finding 
themselves slightly in tho minori^ 
when the voting began, Inaugurated a 
filibuster which lasted until the confer- 
ence report on the naval appropriation 
bill came to the rescue, and the house 
recessed beforo final action was taken. 

Johnson's partisans were out-voted— 
105 to 95 and 108 to 09, the first vote be- 
ing on the minority resolution deolar* 
iug Johnson entitled to a seat, the sec- 
ond on the majority resolution declar- 
ing him not entitled to it. The speakers 
wen MoOall fBep.. Mass.) who argued 
that there had been no election; Walker 
(Rep.,Va. )in favor of Johnson, and 
Codding (Rep., Pa.), Powers (Rep.. 
Vt. ) and Jenkins (Rep., Wis. ) in favor 
of Stone. 

An effort will be made to reconsider 
on Monday, aud if that fails, to un- 
seat Stokes and declaro the seat vacant. 

The river and harbor bill veto was 
read and referred without debate to 
tho committee. Mr. Herman stated 
that action on the motion to pass tho 
bill over tho veto will probably be taken 
on Tuesday. 

The naval approi)riation bill was 
a^ain sent to conference, the two houses 
disagreeing on tlie number of battle- 
shiiis and the senate amondment limit- 
ing the <'ost of armor plato to $;i.")0 jier 
ton. 

After tho night session devoted to 
pension bills the hoose adjourned to 

.Monday.

"The convention auditorium was 
practically uninjured by the great 
storm, tho only damage being that 
some of the light roof covering on tho 
southeast corner of the building was 
blown off.

E^;hert formed an alliance witli liis 
old enemies, the Welsli, and gained a 
great victory <iM'r lh<> Northmen, but 
when ho died oud left Ethchvolf, his 
■on, in charge of the throne, made a 
great mistuko. Ethchvolf M-fts a poor 
king, "being given more to religious 
cxereises tluiii reigning, " says the his- 
torian. Ho would often exhibit his piety 
in order to draw tittent ion away from 
his royal incompeteucy. He was not the 
first or last to smother the call to duty 
under tho oiy of halleluiah.

done at home, tiiid the N< rtluncn kept 
making troatiog and coming over in 
larger droves. 

Ethchvolf visit. d rh:;rl s tl- Bald of 
France at this time and mai-ricd his 
daughter .Tudith incidentally. Ethol- 
wnlfs ( Idest sun dii-d diu'ing the king's 
idiscnce anil wius Huoceeded as oldest bou 
by Ethelbuld (hoir apparent, thongh he 
had no hair apparent), who did not rec- 
Ogui;;c fh ■ nld j.'cntlcnian ca- allow him 
to be seated on liis nwn tlii-unc when he 
C'iune back, but Klli hvulf gave the 
naughty Ethelbahl the western half of 
the kingdi v.i rathir than have trouble. 
Bnt Baldy died and was anooeoded by 
Ethelbert, who died six years later, and 
Ethelred, in 8(ifi, took charge till 871,

inaccos.sibility, and tln-n he rmde raids 
on the Danes. Of course lie luid to livi> 
rouf,'hly and nuist deny himself his up- 
right ])iano for his countiy's giK)d. 

In order to obtain a more thorough 
knowledge of the Donea and their nnm- 
ber, he distinguished himaelf as a harper 
or portable orchestra and visited the 
Danish camj), where he was introduced 
to (Jufhrun and wius invited to a ban- 
quet, where ho told Kuvoral new anec- 
dotes iuid spoke in such a humorous 
way that the army was aony to see him 
go away and still sorrier when, a few 
days later, armed cap-a-pie, he mopped 
up tho g^eons^va^cl with his enemy and 
secured the best of tenns from him. 

Whih^ incog. Alfred stopiwd at a hut, 
wilt re lie waH a.sked to turn the pan- 
cakes as they required it, but in the ab- 
sence of the hosteaa he got to thinking 
of esoteric subjects, or something ]>ro- 
fonnd, and allowed the cidv( s to Imrn. 
The housewife ri turned in time to ex- 
jire.ss her sontiments and u large box to 
his adilross. 

He now converted Guthmn and had 
him immersed, which took flxatrate, 
and other Danes got immersed. Thus 
the national antagonism to water wai 
overcome, and today tho English who 
are descended from the Dauos are not 
appalled at tho sight of water. 

As a result of Guthruu'a conversion 
the Danes agreed to a permanent settle- 
ment idong tho Pxpo«e<l portion cf Groat 
Britain, by which thoy be<'amo uncon- 
sciously a living rampart between the 
Saxons and other ini'ursiojiists. 

Now peace began to reign up to 893, 
and Alfred improved the time by re- 
building the desolated oitiea— London 
espociaUy, which had become a sight to 
behold. A new stock law, re<iuiring 
the iicasantry to shut up thoir unicorns 
during certain seiisons of the year and 
keep them out of tho crops, also protect- 
ing them from sportsmen while shod- 
diug their homa in apring or molting, 
it ia said, was passed, but the English 
historinus are such great jokers that the 
writer lias had much dinienlt3- in cull- 
in(,' llie facts and eliminating the per- 
siflage from these writings. 

Alfred tho Great survivetl hia last 
victory over the Danes, at Kent, only a 
few years, when he died greatly lament-

ed. He was a brave aoldier, a successful 
all around monarch and a progressive 

citizen in an age of beaatly iguonuice, 
crime, superstition, self indulgence and 
pathetic stupidity. 

Ho triuislatod several books for the 
people, established or repaired the Un<- 
veraity of Oxford and originated the 
idea, adopted by the Japanese 1,000 
years lati'r, of borrowing tlie scholars of 
other iiaticiiw and cheerfully adopting 
tlie improveincntM of other countries, 
inatewl of fnllcnviug tho hidebound aud 
stupid v( luservatiam and ignorance be- 
queathed by father to aou aa a result 
of blind and ofltaaire pride which la 
■umaUmea called paferlotiam.

Snch acntriet 
of memory and snRKrsfioii spread broad- 
cast Ker\-o a Ix'tter purpose in Hueli a 
land as ours than if they were conccu- 
trated in one vast gallery of tombs, a 
nation 'b pantheon thoQgh that might be. 

It ioiaetimes aeenu that ther<? woold 
hare been a peculiar fltnem if thoee (Xt 
our great soldic rs -win sc fame is especial- 
ly associated witli iiarticnlar battlefields 
could liave bren buried in (lu in — as, for 
example, Meade at Gettysburg, McClel- 
Ian at Ajitictam and Thomas at Ohicka- 
manga. In thesQ great national ceme- 
tery parks the most eloquent monuments 
of tlv ir fame are to be found. There, 
sleci>inf,' \vitli tlie armies (.f obscure dead 
wIkisc hands and he;irts did tlie work of 
their leadership, their ashes would liave 
found the mcst adequate embalming. 
But perhaps what is is best Yet one 
fanoies that the work of Memorial day 
would have had • peculiar Bisniflcanee 
in smothering the graves of uu ui-uiy 
witli fl <v, ers and lent fiesh point to ttio 
old couplet: 

Only the memories of the just 

Bmell sweet and blossom in Uio dost. 

The art of the sculptor has attempted 

the presentment in marble and bronze of 
nmny of the great men wlioso swords 
flashed 80 vividly in that wonderful ft ur 
years which shoot up like an AIi)ino 
peak out of cur liistory. Each y(-r.r adds 
some new imago to the national portrait 
gallery. Not a few of these are worthy 
of the greatness of the subject. Snch, 
for instance, is the Parragut statue in 
N( w York. But it is a dt pressiuf,' fact 
that many of tliem reflect lit tie endit on 
the nation, and some of them actually 
belittle the greatness which they design 
to commemorate. Theie seems to have 
been a slight awakening of the public 
conscience in this res])eet, however. The 
fact that tliiM i iiitrres-^idnal eoiumitteo in 
whose charge the award of the* Sherman 
statue to bo erected in Washington was 
placed found no model fully worthy is 
an indication of ifc 

But beautiful and touching as is the 
desire to honor the great dead bj' sculp- 
tured figures erected in public places, 
thiit men may gaz(! upon them and thrill 
with the lesson of their lives, there is 
something after all that comes closer to 
the heart It is in the subtle and preg- 
nant thought that all distinctions cease 
in the presence of death. That the pri- 
vate or the general did his bi st to do a 
noble and a wortliy de< (l is where the 
honor lies. The bla/.e of fame is a flash 
in the pan without such a text. So, 
howerer we maj poor out oblations of 
honor and gratitude at the tombs of the 
great, the tenderer sentiments should 
lingei' at the graves of the unknown 
dead. The great soldiers themselves, if 
theyoould open thoir lips, would say so. 

A glance at the resting places of some 
of the distinguished personages who 
blazed the traces of their fame in the 
great civil war will serve as an example 
of the wide disjxisition of their remains. 

G-omral Grant's tomb, overlooking 
the Huds(m rivi r, is a notable sight in 
upper New York city. 

General Robert Anderson's grave at 
West Point is looked after by Mrs. Gen- 
eral Anderson and his daughter. Mrs. 
J. B. Lawton. The grave of Sninti r",i 
liero is deeiii'utid everj- Mi iiK/rial Hun- 
day by a dftaehment of vettrans fr>im 
Robert Anderson and A. S. Williams 
poatsof New York city ; also Anderson's 
battexj'. Sons of Veterans and Ander- 
son's Konaves. 

General D. B. Birncy's grave at 
Woodland cemetery, Philadelphia, is 
well kept under the can< (jf liis wife 
and son and \i. B. Binu'y post, No. €3, 
G. A. 11. 

General Francis P. Blair is buried 
in Belfontaine oemeteay, St. Louis, in 
a well kept grave. The monument to 
the Ken< ral is in Forest park, St. Louis. 

The gallant (Ji lu ral Henry A. Bar- 
nimi, who died only a fi w years ago 
from a wound which never ceased to 
trouble him, is buried at Oakwood 
cemetery, Syracuse.

Mrs. Fleming will now have 
tho money of her mother with which to 
defend herself from the charge of poi- 
soning that mother in order tliat she 
might inherit the m >ney. If, however, 
it had been proved that the woman had 
killed her mother, theu tho case would 
have been different and she could not 
have inherited under the law.

It 
prohibits the mouufucture and selling 
of choTHo that is made by carding blue 
skimmilk and then mixing cottonseed 
oil, lard and the Lord knows what else 
witli it, and ])ntting it on tlic market us 
prime whole milk or cremu cheese. Mr. 
DoUiver of Iowa favored the law and 
made iv sproch with a ring and a 
rhythm tu it that will find au echo iu 
the heart of all the nind population of 
this ootintry.

THE BICYCLE AXU THE CTil RtU. 

The order in which we mention these 

should not be regarded as any reflection 
on the latter; it is due rather to the fact 
that this is a bicycle oolnmn instead of a 

religious one. 

Of course the church was established 
and had its Pope long before the bicycle 
was invented. It is also true that peo- 
I>le have differed from the beginning, and 
we hope they always may. 

The modern church is an institution of 
great value, power and importance. So 
when we understand that the church op 
poaee any given thing it at once becomes 
a matter of consequence even though it 
was not already. The church contains 
people of all sorts, intelligent, ignorant, 
broad, narrow, lire, petrified, enterpris- 
ing, oonaervatlve, generoui, Mlflsb, for- 
living and revengeful. 

By far the largest part of our jieojile in, 
as well as out of, the church, believe in 
and are infatuated with the bicycle, i. e., 
for a portion of the time, but there seems 
to be a more or less endorsed idea that 
while it Is 'juite proper to ride a wheel on 
Satv.rday or Monday i in fact the pastor 
may use it in making liia parish calls), 
that to ride the same vehicle on Sunday 
\1olates in some imperfectly understood 
fashion the very fundamental rules of re- 
ligious ethics. 

In talking this matter with sev(>ral 
pious people and following it up with a 
series of questions, we find that the aver- 
a'.'i" opposition to Sunday i idintr is based 
on the supposetl fact that it iliverts tlie 
mind of the rider away from religious 
things, and another question always 
brings out the evidence on which the 
opinion is based, viz ; that the wheelman 
allows his wheel to keep him away from 
church. 

The next question, WOOld tb«g« people 

go to church if they had «o bicycle? is 
not so easily answered. But there is 

another one wliii h is easier, do all pcdple 
wlio are not addicted to the bicycle habit 
go to church ? 

Then there is another i)Uestic)n wliile 
we are at it. Is it always necessary in 
order to be a devout Christian, that a per- 
son should attend church regularly'.' 

is it nut possible that a man might get 
into close relations with the Infinite, and 
better appreciate those marvelous mira- 
cles of growth which no one can hope to 
iiiidt rstand, if he, siiitaoly dressed, should 
roll his bicycle leisurely along the shaded 
country road, bis lungs filled with purity 
and his mind free to take in the beauties 
of nature ? Perhaps one of them may be 
riding with him. He may also have a 
kindly thought nf tlic minister and choir, 
who with possibly a few others are taking 
their sunshine through stained glass, and 
by their singinir are obscuriiv.; the voices 
of the birds who can do it so much bet- 
ter. 

Or the wheelman may put on a " boiled 
shirt" and sit through the sermon while 
his mind is in the woods. 

Whidi is best ? The BuLLferiN will not 
pretend to say. 

We have no sympathy witli the wheel- 
man who allows his Sunday riding to an- 
noy othen who may feel (UfTerently; no 
more have we any excuse for the relig- 
ious fanatic who thinks he is serving God 
when he ii penecuHng men ; both are 
wrMf and ihould be edooated. 



Many of the more progressive ministers 
have seen the handwriting on the wall 
and taken up the subject of cycling. 

Some churches are providing storage 
for bicycles so that worsliipen Oiajr QSe 
wheels in g(.>ing to and from. 

Dyepepeia is a foe to good behavior; a 

man with a disordered stomach may say 
he IS worshiping (iod but God knows 
better. 

Tfie bicycle is a promoter of good 
health and for tliat reason Is one of the 
strongest allies the churcli ever had. 

The bicycle has come to stay, so baa 
the chnfch. 

In a small town in New York an at- 
tempt has recently been made to stop 
tha riding of bicyeiet on Sunday. Mr. 
Potter, of the New York Division League 
of American Wheelmen, with vigorous 
promptness, hastened to assure the 
wheelmen of that towii that tliey would 
be protected in their right to use tlie 
streets on any day of the week. 

Ministers and others should remember 
that wheelmen cannot be made to come 
to church by foul means, and if they 
could, the desirability of such attendance 
may well be questioned. 

The average condition of piihlic roads 
has improved more than a hundred per 
cent within the last ten yean and that 
improvement ia latiely due to the 
bicycle. 

Let us hope that the church may have 
Its power for good similarly increaiied by 
the same influence. 

In the meantime the bicycle, notwith- 
standing its deficiency in the matter of 
wings, continues to arrive at its destinar 
tion as formerly.

The Court of .Xppeals yesterday af- 
firmed the decision of the Mason Circuit 
Court in the case of Pearoe against Mason 
County. 

The suit was broii'jrht by Mr. Charles 
B, Pearce a year or so ago to enjoin the 
collection o( the free pike levy of 20 
oenta on the tlOO made by the Fiscal 
Court, 18M, and also to enjoin the Com- 
missioners then elected from acting as 
such. 

At the hearing Judge Hatbeson dis- 
missed the temporary injunction, but 
the plaintiira|)|>ealed, and the Appellate 
Court reinstated it. 

At the trial of the ease afterwards, 
Judge Harbeson dismissed plaintiff's 
petition. Mr. Pearce again appealed. 

The Court of Appeals yesterday afhrms 
J udge Uarbeson'a decision. 

The fight was made on the ground that 
the local act, under which the Fiscal 
Court was acting, was not constitutional 
or rather was rei)ealed by the new Con- 
stitution. The upper court decides that 
it is all right.

Cincinnati, May 80. — Jadge Holm 
yesterday amid an impreMlTQ and aw- 
ful tUenoe, hit strong feature* a pictur* 
of judicial BtemneM, human pity uii>i 
comiiassioii, sontPiicod Scott Jackson to 
pay the penalty of liis life for the cruel 
in order of Pearl Bryan. 

Slieriff Plummer brought Jackpou 
into the courtroom and Judge Helm an 
Boonced that he was ready to dispoee of 
the motion for a new triaK 

Judge Helm then read the grounds 
upon which Colonel Crawford asked 
for a new tril^ diKWMing esch gionud 
in (h'tail. 

Ja(•k^()n, (Mini and ('dllcrtocl, rnlinly 
Bat \n hi.s clKur :niil listriicd intently to 
the judiru K (Iccihioii. At first lie leaned 
forward in liis eliair in order to hear 
the jnd^je's words, hut lie soon settled 
back in liis chair as tliou},'h attendinj; a 
concert or tlieater. 

Judaic Helm reviewed the evidence in 
the case, particularly dwelling on the 
admissions and letters of Jackson and 
commented ujKin these facts at length. 
As to the fact that Jackson had not a 
fair ti-itti, his honor ditTercd with the 
attorney for the defendant, mtMitioning 
the fact that there was no motion filed 
for a change of veuuc and tliat the jury 
in the ca.so wai wonrid in an nnoiaaUy 

eliort time. 

"The evidence is uoi only suffli'ient," 
said the judge in conclusion, "but it 
proves the prisoner K"ilfy uf one of tiie 
most heartless ci iines in the history of 
the country. Tlie court therefore over- 
rules the iiKjtion for a new trial." 

A sill lice like that of death rested on 
the courtroom iis the judge concluded 
the reading of his decision. Every eye 
was fixed ujion the prisoner, who sat 
witii Kk)^^y. staring eyes and ateoe 

Hushing red. 

"Is tiierc aiiythiii}; you have to say 
before I pass linal judf,'meiit upon you :" 
Judge Helm asked. 

The prisoner arose and stood with 
ore hand upon the rail of the witness 
box. 

For a momsnt heoosld not find ntter- 

anco. 

"Do yon have anything to say?" 

asked the court again. 
"Well. I— I cau onlT say that lam 

not guilty," said Jackson. His eyes 
were twitchiug nervously. "I think 
my attorney had bettor speak for mo," 
he said. 

Colonel Crawford arose and went 
across to where the condemned man 
was standing. Ho bowed his head and 
talked earnestly with the prisoner. He 
hod nothing to add to what Jackson had 
said. 

Judge Helm then formally sentenced 
the unfortunate prisonw at tb« b«r. 
Jndgo Helm said: 

"It is the judgment of this court that 
yon be taken from here to the jail in 
this city and there be confined nntil the 
80th day of Jime, and then, by the 
sheriff of this connty, in the enclosure 
of the jail, hanged by the neck nntil 
yon are dead, and may God hare mercy 
npoayonr sonl." 

Jaokson did not more a mnscle. He 
stood then like a statate. His cheeks 
were as pale as death, but there was 
not a qniyer, not a more. He was 
the same oool Soott Jaokson arrested 
wesksago. 

Judge Helm relieved the awfnl silence 

S' commanding the sheriff to remove 
e prisoner, and a moment later Jack- 
son was on his way to jail. 

Colonel Crawford, ix'uding his appeal 
to the oonrt of appeals, asked for a s(ay 
of eaceontion, and Judge Helm, after 
some delay, granted a stay of ezecntion 
for 60 days. 

When ocott Jackson was taken from 
the com-troom the jury in the Walling 
case was. brought in and the trial was 
begtm. 

Attorney Washington filed a motion, 
supported by an affidavit, asking that 
Sheriff Plummer be excused from tak- 
ing charge of the jury. Judge Helm 
grouted the request an.l Deputy Sheriff 
George Hindniau will liereafter have 
charges of the jurj'. 

e'ommonwealth's Attorney M. R. 
Lockhai'd 1m ^::in the proceedings for the 
prosecutii 111. He lirst read tlie indict- 
ment a;.'ainst Walling and then made a 
short statement of what the state in- 
tended lo prove. It was jiractically the 
same as wujj proved against Jackson, a 
coiiii>lute chain of oirciimstantial evi- 
dence. 

The first witAeSS called for the prose- 
cution was Lieutenant Uenjamin Atkiii- 
tou, U. S. A., statiiJiiedat l''ort Thomas. 
Attorney Hayes iiuestiniied the witness. 
Lieutenant Atkill.^on told of the lay of 
the ground about where the body of 
Pearl Jjryau was found on the nioriuiij,' 
of Feb. 1, and described iu detail the 
condition of the body and olotliingof 
the muidereil girl. 

Colonel W'asliinLitoii stated that he 
would admit that tlie body found was 
that of IVarl Bryan and that the < lath- 
ing III cfiurt was hers, but Colonel Nel- 
son reiierved his ritrlit to prove the fact, 
anil LitHitenant Atkin.sun in turn iden- 
tified eacli article nf the doihiiig in 
court as the same he saw on the Ixxiy of 
the hciidless woman on J. D. Loeke's 
farm. 

Lieutenant Salferaus described the 
scene ab<jut the body when he came 
upon it on the morning of Feb. 1. 
Cross-examination by Colonel Wash- 
ington brought out nothing new. Court 
then adjourned until 'i o'clock. 

John Hewling, the farmer's lad, who 
found the lieudiess body of Pearl Bryan, 
was the first witness at the afternoon 
seiwion.

Juilgp N. L. Bennett said he had 
servecl five years m the Rockies as a 
United States soldier, and he had seen 
many bodies of men murdered by In- 
dians and "Greasers." It was blood 
which spotted th6 pHTSt bashes at Fort 
Thomas. 

Juhr White, the undertaker's assist- 
ant, said that he was one of those who 
went to Fort Thomas and took chu-go 
of the remains. The arms were so 
stiff in rigor mortis that for a long 
time it was impossible to fold them 
across the girl's breast. 

John White's testimony was much 
the same; bnt he said the woman's 
arms were not moved. 

William White was called. He swore 
that the corpse was embalmed soon aft- 
er it reached his establishment. In the 
process the skin abont the neck was not 
pnlled back. 

Maiy Morgan testified to finding 
Pearl Bryan's hat near the Tenth street 
bridge over the Ohesapeake and Ohio 
railway, Vtmpad. 

EUsabeth Smith and Theresa Franken 
told again that they saw the hat lying 
there abont noon on the Saturday the 
body was f onnd. 

Coroner Tingley repeated tin testi- 
mony he gave in tne Jaokson trial. 

Oonrt adjourned at 6 p. m. Friday 
wi$h Ooroner Tingley on the stand. He 
admitted on cross-examination that no 
microscopical examination was made of 
the lungs to determine the preeenee of 
air globmee.
